Wood is rector of Church 
of the Epiphany in Lincoln 
Heights where the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury cele¬ 
brated mariachi mass on 
Cinco de Mayo this year. 

Wood is also a descen¬ 
dant of the Hawkes family, 
one of the 17 pioneer fami¬ 
lies who first bought land 
from Sierra Madre’s founder, 
Nathaniel Carter. 

Also participating in the 
services will be the local VFW 
contingent with Larry Ballard 
as commander. They and the 
Sierra Madre Cemetery As¬ 
sociation are sponsors of 
Monday’s program at the 
cemetery which holds 16 Civil 
War veterans, nine Spanish- 
American veterans, 32 from 
WWl, 16 from WWIl, a 
Korean veteran, and two wo¬ 
men from WWl and two 
from WWIL

The Sierra Madre Ceme¬ 
tery comprising 2.32 acres 
was set aside by Carter, Sier¬ 
ra Madre founder, after the 
first settlers occupied their 
new homes in the fall and 
winter of 1881-82. 

John Richardson, a Civil 
War veteran who had home¬ 
steaded land at the mouth 
of the Little Santa Anita 
Canyon was the first person 
to be buried in the ceme¬ 
tery. 

Richardson, the man from 
whom Carter bought 180 
acres, was the first person to 
live here outside of the In¬ 
dians, Janet Wood says. 

She explains that the ceme¬ 
tery was laid out in family¬ 
sized plots with a horse 
shoe-shaped driveway and , 
center parkway. Those plots 
were transferred to those re¬ 
quiring them for a nominal 
fee, and after Carter’s death 
in 1904, his widow, Annetta 
M. Carter, continued to 
transfer family plots with no 
thought of its being a com¬ 
mercial venture. 

On March 16, 1910, when 
Central Avenue, which is 
now Sierra Madre Blvd., was 
being widened after the cu> 
incorporated. Carter’s widow 
transferred the remaining 
cemetery property to F. R._ 
Yerxa who transferred it to 
A. S. Mead on May 22, 1911. 

Mead incorporated the 
Sierra Madre Cemetery As¬ 
sociation under Arizona Cor¬ 
porate laws with the corpora¬ 
tion paying Mead $2000 for 
the unused portion of the 
cemetery.

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Farewell 
to a dear friend 

Sugar Reed 

July3,1965—May 16,1981 

We lost our dog this past weekend. 

To us It was like losing an old and dear 
friend from childhood because It seems like 
we’d always had Sugar. 

She came to us six weeks after she was 
bom, a tiny little black ball of Scottish ter¬ 
rier fur, trembling a bit because she wasn’t 
sure who we were. The first night, even though 
the Midwestern weather was warm In August, 
we placed the hot water bottle and alarm clock 
In her basket. She never whined for her dog 
family after that but adopted us quickly and 
lovingly. 

Our children were quite small and referred 
to this new little friend as “Sugar-baby” and 
“Sugar-puss” and soon she thought that was 
the name we’d chosen. That was the name the 
girls called her but my husband and I pre¬ 
ferred “Mrs. Hudson” for a middle name. 
Mrs. Hudson, as you Arthur Conan Doyle 
readers remember, was Sherlock Holmes’ 
housekeeper, and since Sugar was always the 
keeper of our house. It seemed only fitting to 
call her Mrs. Hudson. 

She came from show dog lineage but 
Ignored those lines and chose Instead to be 
the family pet. We always suspected that we 
were her pets Instead but she never let us know 
that’s how It really was. 

The larger the animal, the gruffer Sugar’s 
Scottish “burr” would sound. She allowed no 
one to Invade her family’s territory and would 
get downright testy If any other animal tried. 

She was fiercely loyal to the children, 
laughing when they laughed and crying when 
they cried. And no matter where they were 
sitting or standing, she always managed to 
squeeze between them to make sure she 
touched them with her love. 

When she caught and killed her first 
mouse, our daughters took the poor dead crea¬ 
ture by the tall and walked around the neigh¬ 
borhood showing Sugar’s great feat to the 
astonished faces who answered doors. Sugar 
was not only their champion but she was a 
defender of the home. 

When we prepared to move from the Mid¬ 
west to Hawaii, many people asked to k«e^ 
Sugar for us. She was the town’s only Scottish 
terrier, a unique and bright little friend who 
loved to roll In the snow, chase rabbits out of 
the backyard and sit under the sprinkler on 
lazy summer days. 

We could not have given her up for any¬ 
thing. And she waited out the terrible four 
months of rabies quarantine necessary for 
bringing an animal Into Hawaii. Finally she was 
home with us once more. 

And by the time we moved to California 
cataracts were beginning to form over her 
eyes and her hearing wasn’t as keen as It 
used to be. 

A month ago we discovered her con¬ 
gestive heart failure, then a week ago the 
tired old machine—almost 16 years old, over 
100 In humans—simply failed. She was literally 
tired to death. 

Sugar cannot be replaced. And her collar 
will remain on our mantle to remind us what 
being a friend really Is.

New Sierra Madre Police Radar Unit 

Police Now 
Operating New 
Radar Machine 


Rose Hills Services 
Note Memorial Day 


The police department has 
recently purchased and now 
has in operation a new radar 
facility which is installed in 
one of the three Sierra Ma¬ 
dre police cars. It’s called a 
Kustom KR-10 and has been 
used on the streets of the city 
for about a month. 

According to RozAnn Sun¬ 
derland, who is licensed to. 
teach the eight-hour train-* 
ing preparatory to adminis -1 
tration, the convenience of 
the $2300 unit is its ability 
to report the speed of cars 
both coming toward and 
going away from the police 
car. 

“you can use it moving or 
sitting still. When you’re mov¬ 
ing, the target part of the ma¬ 
chine picks up the car coming 
toward you and the patrol part 
picks up the speed of those 


going away. 

She explains that the mid¬ 
section of the radar facility 
puts out a beam that expands 
to 60 feet at its widest point 
“so it covers most street 
widths up to two and three 
blocks in distance.” 

There is a sound beeper 
that alerts the operator of 
the police car to be alerted to 
a speeding vehicle. The screen 
shows less than a three-second 
read-out and for accuracy it 
has a remote control lock 
switch to lock in the speed 
signal of the person being cited 
for speeding while the officer 
is writing out the ticket. This 
comes in handy for those per¬ 
sons who don’t believe they 
have been traveling as fast as 
the radar unit reports. 

Although most streets allow

The Sierra Madre Police 
Department, in cooperation 
with Southern California 
Automobile Club and St. 
Rita’s School, will be pre- 
enting a bicycle safety pro- 
jram to each of their classes 
beginning May 21. 

Because more youngsters 
and adults are riding bicycles 
for fun, physical fitness, en¬ 
ergy conservation, and short 
haul transportation, the need 
for bicycle safety education 
is more urgent than ever be¬ 
fore, says a police spokes¬ 
person. 

A recent study released by 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation showed that 
a common cause of many 
auto/bicycle accidents is the 
“blind-eye” of motorists. 
The scanning patterns of 
motorists are often directed to¬ 
ward other autos rather than 
to the bicyclist. Motorists are 
cautioned to remain alert and 
respect the bike rider’s right 
to the road. 

Some of the material to be 
covered at St. Rita’s are the 
following safe bike driving 
rules: 

— 1. Obey all applicable traf¬ 
fic regulations, signs, signals 
and markings. 

—2. Observe all local ordi¬ 
nances pertaining to bicycle 
operation. 

—3. Keep right, drive with 
traffic, not against it. Drive 
single file. 

_ 4 . Watch out for drain 

grates, soft shoulders and 
other road surface hazards.

—5. Watch out for car doors 
opening, or for cars pulling 
out into traffic.

that. It’s time we all get to 
know each other.” 

Art Artinian refers to the 
recently-formed California 
Association of Victims of 
crime as a chance for Sierra 
Madreans to do just that— 
get to know each other. 

“So far as active participa¬ 
tion and effort, we’re going 
to feel a lot more impact 
in our community and that’s 
where we’ll be more effec¬ 
tive,” Artinian said recently 
in discussing crime control 
in the San Gabriel Valley. 

He adds that with the 
leadership and guidance of 
the local authorities Sierra 


starts with you and me, goes 
down to the city council, the 
police, the business com¬ 
munity and all the residents. 
We all need to help and 
that’s why I’m offering my 
time.” 

Is Artinian’s interest so keen 
because he has been burgla¬ 
rized? Yes, he was burglarized 
and it’s a violating exper¬ 
ience, he says. “The amount 
of money or property taken 
is immaterial.” He explains 
that it’s devastating to know 
you can’t leave your home 
without a gnawing thought 
that perhaps it will be bur¬ 
glarized again.

“their time, effort and sup¬ 
port on a continuing, regular 
basis.” 

Artinian says, “I think our 
local authorities would be 
willing to use citizen parti¬ 
cipation because of their pre¬ 
sent load of responsibility. 
They’ll know how to use us. 
Frankly, I’m open and will¬ 
ing to be available in any 
way, shape of form with 

other citizens. I visualize mak¬ 
ing Sierra Madre a safe, off- 
limits community. They’ll 
(criminals) know there’s an 
aware group here and the 
town will become off-limits 
to them. They’ll see Sierra 
Madre as a risky place for 
crime. And that will bring 
the level of crime down.” 

Artinian explained that he 
doesn’t want to make a for¬ 
tress out of his home because

The radar unit can only be 
used within the city limits 
and each patrolman using it 
has been citing nine to 12 
persons per day. 

There are 10 persons on 
traffic patrol, four sergeants 
and six patrolmen, Sunder¬ 
land reports. The unit is cali¬ 
brated by each officer prior 
to each shift to make sure it’s 
working properly.

arm. 

One of their party was 
able to contact the rescue 
team who immediately sent a 
crew to the summit to assess 
the injuries. Meanwhile, the 
remaining members packed 
their gear needed to evacuate 
the injured man and five of 
them headed for the peak 
carrying packs and a litter. 

The climb, which normally 
takes about three hours, was 
accomplished by the first crew 
in one hour while the second 


group with the litter made it 
up in under two. 

Radio broadcasts from the 
peak were picked up by auth¬ 
orities and a specially equip- 
jped high altitude rescue heli¬ 
copter was dispatched from 
Lemoore Naval Base. 

The injured man was picked 
up by the hovering craft 
on a ridge near the summit. 

The weary rescuers then 
made the long descent back 
to base camp and packed for 
the hike out and long drive 
back to Sierra Madre, ar¬ 
riving home after 1 a.m.

building was erected on the 
parish premises in 1950. At 
the height of its enrollment, 
the school had 135 pupils. 
Due to many community and 
church changes, the school 
closed in 1975. 

In perhaps the largest ex¬ 
pansion of the church proper, 
the rear of the sanctuary 
was enlarged in 1951, extend¬ 
ing the nave toward Baldwin 
Avenue, and the entrance 
was no longer the small 
“side” entrance on East 
Laurel. 

And in 1980 a new north 
window in the transept was 
installed as a memorial to 
Rev. Smith. There are now 
plans for the installation of 
a pipe organ, the original 
having been replaced by an 
electric organ in 1949. 

The Reverend Donald R. 
Behm, present rector of the 
Church of the Ascension, has 
inaugurated an Historical 
Commission of parishioners 
and friends to prepare for the 
centenpial of the church in 
1985 when the bells will 
ring out in jubilation, and the 

small ship’s bell will cele¬ 
brate a centennial (and more) 
of its own.
